I think,.rather, that 
we are confronted here with a probjem 
which js universal— the problem of author- 
ity and liberty..the problem of how much 
freetiom a. people can enjoy without des- 
troying authority which is néeded to gov- 
ern them. Or in reverse, the ‘problem is 
how can they hawe governoients with’ 
authority to govern them well and still 
enjoy and expand their personal freedom.
